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V. REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Japanese 
Publication 07-061414. The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Japan 414 teaches a measuring drum, a transition drum, a transfer drum and 
seal drum that are provided in series from the inlet side to the outlet side. The drum 
includes a raw material measuring device for measuring raw material, a raw material 
holding device for holding the raw material and a holding force cutoff device for 
transferring the material. The drum includes a raw material holding device for holding 
the raw material and a holding force cutoff device for transferring the material. The 
drum 3 includes a raw material holding device for holding the material in such a 
condition that the raw material is placed on a film. The drum includes a raw material 
holding device wherein the raw material is sandwiched between films. Seal devices 
heat seal the films. 

The invention of the present application comprises only two drums and hence 
is simple and compact. The invention of the present application "comprises a 
measuring drum, a sealing drum, and a sealing device." The two drums alone suffice 
because "the sealing device seals the first continuous wrapping film and a second 
continuous wrapping film, which is fed onto the measured-out amounts of the 
magnetic powder on the sealing drum, together around each of the measured-out 
amounts of the magnetic powder." 

By contrast, the 414 reference does not disclose a continuous wrapping 
machine comprising the measuring drum, the sealing drum, and the sealing device of 
the invention of the present application. Further, the reference does not disclose the 
sealing device of the invention of the present application which seals the first 
continuous wrapping film and a second continuous wrapping film, which is fed onto 
the measured-out amounts of the magnetic powder on the sealing drum, together 
around each of the measured-out amounts of the magnetic powder. 

It is respectfully submitted that the rejection is improper for the reasons 
discussed above. As a result, it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 is allowable 
over the applied art. 
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Claims 2-4 depend from claim 1 and include all of the features of claim 1 . 
Thus, it is respectfully submitted that the dependent claims are allowable at least for 
the reasons claim 1 is allowable as well as for the features they recite. 

Newly-added claims 6-8 includes features not shown in the applied art. 
Specifically, claim 6 is substantially similar to claim 1 except for a descriptive feature 
doctor blade i.e. "at least one doctor blade having a knife edge". Claims 7 and 8 
depend from claim 6 further describing the features of the doctor blade.
